Bombs were thrown by women from 
the roofs and balconies of houses 
among the police and rurals, The 
hardy rurals showed great bravery by 
attacking the houses in the face of a 
rain of lead, 

Even young children took part in 
the fighting, lying alongside of their 
elders upon the galleries loading the 
‘weapons. 

The revolutionists showed unerring 
aim and the officers killed were shot 
either in the forehead or through the 
‘heart.

BODY IN BOX 
FOR 8 YEARS 


Man Was Thrust in Alive and 
Trunk Was. Then 
Sealed Up. 


New York, Nov. 23.—the startling 
discovery was made to-day that the 
human remains found sealed in a 
trunk and encased in zinc at 450 
West Fifty-lourth street were those 
of a man who had been thrust into 
the trunk alive and who had been 
asphyxiated after it was locked and 
hermetically sealed with plaster of 
Paris. 

The mystery, which is one of the 
most baffling and gruesome that ever 


confronted the New York — police, 
came to light when the trank was 
first opened last night by Philip 


Meagher, in whose custody it had 
j been for cight years. 
Coroner’s physician ‘I’. D, Meahane 
and Prof. John McAllister performed 
an autopsy upon the remains to-day 
when they made the sensational dis- 
covery that the man had been placed 
living into the trunk. The left lung 
showed traces of a hemorrhage which, 
the doctors declared, had been caused

Cap. Anson Claims That This 
Man Could Hit Harder Than 
Lajoie or Delehanty.

“T saw all the great batsmen come 
and go,” remarks good old Uncle 
Anson. “I saw Browning and ‘Tip 
O'Neill perform, and I was. still in 
the game when Delehanty was at his 
best and Ljaoie was beginning his ca- 
reer Grand batters and incomparable 
sluggers were prevalent twenty years 
back, and the game was full of long 
distance biffers. Who was the best 
one of them all? 1 really couldn't 
make a choice—there were cight or 
nine between whom it was almost im- 
possible to choose. 

“T.saw a farmer, onee however,—<a 
raw, rank amateur, who never played 
a professional game in all his life, and 
JT want to say that this farmer ranked 
up with Brouthers, Browning, Orr 
and Delehanty. Had he been put into 
the game when he was young, L think 
he would have gone down in history 
as one of the grandest batsmen that 
ever lived—perhaps, with professional 
experience and training he would 
have been unequalled boss of all slug. 
gers. 

“This farmer's name was Riley and 
he lived in a little village about 30 
miles west of Chicago. Along about 
1880, the-suburban villages of that 
section organized a little league hum.

The Canadian Northern Western is destined to connect the prairies 
with the Pacific at Stewart on the Portland Canal. ‘The Ottawa 
answer is that this will cut off the northern trade from Prince 
Rupert. 

The whole thing looks one-sided and unfair 

If the road which the Ottawa government favors is re 
build, let it have all the powers necessary that it may proceed at 
once to build. But why should another company which is already 
building be compelled to seek provincial legislation in order to get 
the same rights? ; 

If the Pine Pass will not hold ithe C. N. W. and the G, T. Ps 
Ominica bratich, why not let the two roads make a race for it the 
same as would be required n the case of competitors in any other 
business enterprise? 

If Stewant is a better location from which to handle the northern 
trade, that looks dike a pretty good reason why permission should 
be granted at once to anyone who is willing to build a road. 

The spectacle of one government holding up onc road which is 
ready to build for the benefit of another which is not, makes it look 
as though ‘there are some things about the system of granting char- 
ters which require adjustment. 

Incidentally, the failure to grant a charter at Otltawa for the Cana- 
dian Northern Western not only delays the day when Edmonton will 
have another outlet to the Pacific, but also helps to complicate the 
situation in Alberta, already sufficiently complicated by railway 
questions which are exclusively Albertan.

DIVERTING OF A&G.W. MONEY 


Officials Have Taken Steps 
to Protect Rights They 
Claim They Have in 
Connection With Rail- 


way 


Coming With Toronto 
Lawyer----Does Solicitor 


Represent W. R. Clarke 


The Royal Bank of Canada have 
taken steps to protect rights which 
they claim to have in’ connection 
with the financing of the Alberta and 
Great Waterways Railway, and in 
connection with the bond money that 
is now lying in their vaults, which 
rights they claim will be violated if 
the proposal of Premier Sifton to ab- 
andon-the project and appropriate the 
money for other purposes, is carried 
aut. 

A.J. Brown, general manager of 
the Royal Bank, accompanied by John 
H Moss, head of a prominent law 
tirm in ‘Toronto, will reach the city 
this afternoon, and will be guests at 
the King dward. They are coming 
west to protect their rights aginst 
the proposal of the Sifton adminis- 
tration. What action they will take 
is not yet known, but ihey will re- 
main in the city to watch the legis- 
lation in connection with the Great 
Waterways, and it is understood they 
will be prepared to fight any proposal 
to appropriate the Great Waterways 
money for other purposes than that 
for which it was first secured. 

The Royal Bank may be said to 
have practically financed the Alberta 
and Great Waterways Railway, and it 
is said they will suffer considerable 
loss if the premier’s proposal is car- 
ried out. Under the A. & G. W. con- 
tract, the Royal Bank was given 
charge of practically all of the bond 
money, that money to be paid out at 
intervals on progress estimates. 

Does He Represent Clarke? 

Incidental to the visit of the Royal 
Bank officials, the question arises as 
tu.whether John Hs Mass is also com- 
ing west in the interests of W. R. 
Clarke, the president of the Great 
Waterways. Mr. Moss is a member 
of the firm which was employed last 
spring by: Mr. Clarke in connection 
with his preject, at the time that. the 
fight was on in the legislature. 

It is stated that Mr. Clarke has been 
in conference with Mr. Moss in Tor- 
onto during the past two weeks, and 
that he has given that solicitor in- 
structions to fyle a suit for damages 
against the provincial government. 

The announcement that the Royal 
tank have taken steps to protect 
their rights, is further indication that 
the proposal of the premier will call 
down upon the provincial government 
a large number of claims and_ suits 
tor damages. 

The Royal Bank are closely allied 
with the A and G. W. and any move 
hy the provincial government to annul 
the contract ‘and appropriate the 
money will be fought and fought 
hard by the Royal Bank officials, and 
their lawyers. 


DESERTED FARM; 
RETURNS 10 FIND 
A RECORD YIELD

Calgary, Nov. 24—T'o leave 400 
acres of spring wheat unattended and 
go to work on an irrigation ditch be- 
cause he thought the dry weather had 
killed his crop, and late to return and 
thresh 9000 bushels from the 400 acres, 
or an average of 22 1-2 bushels to 
the aere, was the experience of Wil- 
liam Jones, an American farmer who 
moved to this country last spring and 
purchased a farm near Gleichen.
